"Now, the principal point I wish to bring- 


before you is money for road purposes. 
I do 


not mean by this that we need more money, 
lint Ihe counlry should be bonded, 
or a 


icavy counly road-fund levy made, but that 
the money now rai-cd every year for road 
Mirposes should bo raised and handled differ- 
ently. 
The bulk of that money can be derived 


rom that mirror, as it were,-lhat shadow 
which skips here and thereover the grass 
and makes the roads look level and smooth 
(in places)—the district road supervisor and 
his grader. 


"Now, do you think it pays for John Smith 


to be a road supervisor this year and grade up 
the road—fill up the hollows and round them 
up nicely in tho centre—and next year put 
in William Jones, nnd allow him to plow the 
roads clear across for miles and barrow them 
down flat, and the neit year put in another 
man who will round them up again; one un- 
doing the other's work year after year? 
"1 regard this road sy>lein na a huge cancer, 


continually eating, and the money you have 
applied, as prescribed by some physician, and 
according to directions, has apparently been 
of very litlle benefit to Ihe patient."

Virginia Apples.

Well, the Ncwtowu Pippin happens to 
be the special kind of apple that many a 
year ago struck tho taste of her majesty 
Queen Victoria. Immediately tho whole 
British nation, brave toady that it is, 
took to tho apple in question, aud from 
that day to this is has been considered 
the best and greatest in existence. It is 
an apple "to the queen's taste." The 
buyers whom Mr. Hale found among 
the Virginia orchards were British pur- 
chasers, and they wanted the fruit for 
export. This variety of apple happened 
to be planted widely in Virginia. Lucky 
Virginia!

~ ' Patents Not Wortli Blucn. 


Mr. Thomas A. Edison was qnotedi 


Some years ago as saying that it did 
not pay to take ont a patent on any in- 
vention, however valuable. His way is 
to keep his methods und processes se- 
cret and do his own manufacturing. 
This was the conclusion at which he 
arrived after long experience of patent 
offices and patent litigation. In like 
manner Mr. Harwood Huntington re- 
plies to his own question in Tho Forum, 
"Is it worth while to take out a pat- 
ent?" thus: "No, if you can possibly 
avoid it." 


Mr. Huutiugtou recomniuuds tbe in- 


ventor to keep his device or process to 
himself if he possibly can. He mentions 
several historic patent lawsuits and the 
tortuous windings through which they 
passed in support of his opinion. lu 
truth, the way patent office laws and 
lawsuits now stand, it seoius enough to 
break a man up to find out even a val- 
uable secret of invention or discovery. 
The drawings, the patent office solicit- 
ors, the examinations and expert opin- 
ions are luxuries of tho costliest sort, 
yet they must bo had. Then if tho in- 
vention is really worth anything the 
chances aro as 1 to 1,000 that somebody 
else will claim it and a ruinous lawsuit 
will be begun. 
This experience was 


what made Edison turn his back on the 
world, so to speak, after a few years of 
litigation and retire to the wilds of 
Monlo and set up bin own laboratory 
and workshops, manufacturing his own 
iuvuulluuH. 


One is led to conclude from Mr. 


Huiitington's paper that where patents 
aro necessary they aro only necessary 
evils at best.

toms duties, .English, Russian and Jap- 
anese, poor little Korea will not have 
much left that is not nailed. 


The admirable monthly consular re- 


ports issued by the United States gov- 
ernment have been of groat advantage 
to American merchants and manufac- 
turers. They have also added much to 
the stock of information of the people 
in general. To a right minded person 
these repoits are most interesting us 
well ae valuable reading. Tho system 
has now been enlarged to include a 
daily publication of consular reports. 
Every day the bureau of foreign com- 
merce at Washington issues bulletins 
containing advance sheets of tho re- 
ports. These will bo scut on application 
to newspapers, boards of trade, mer- 
chants and manufacturers and others 
who want them. It is to tho interest of 
everybody to increase our foreign trade, 
and nothing shows how to do this bet- 
ter than the consular reports which 
have become a feature of the govern- 
ment publications. Consuls are instruct- 
ed to look after trade possibilities es- 
pecially. 


American merchants who sell seal- 


skin garmeutb will be able to aid thoir 
cnstomers greatly by having all the 
regulations of the new law complied 
with before the garments leave their 
hands. There will not be'eo many new 
sealskin garments bought ia the next 
few years, as it will be unlawful e\en 
to buy a London dyed coat abroad and 
bring it into America except tinder very 
fussy and troublesome conditions. Seal- 
skins may still be imported from the 
other pole of the earth, however, and 
from countries, other than Great Britain. 


The utmost that the Cuban patriots 


will concede i« that they are willing to 
buy their independence of Spain. Gm- 
eral Gomez thinks that $250,000,000 
would be about right to pay. He has 
no doubt an American syndicate would 
take up a loan for Cuba, raise the mon- 
ey immediately and pay Spain the lump 
sum cash. Gomez is correct. No nation 
today will lend anything to Spain. She 
has gone beyond where her credit is 
good. But if she would agree to let Cu- 
ba go England or the United States, ei- 
ther one, would at once loud any reason- 
able snm to the republican government 
already established on the island, know- 
ing it would bo entirely safe. The cred- 
it of the struggling Cuban republic is 
even now bcttiir than that of the whole 
kingdom of Sj,aiu. 


A Man and a Farm. 


Wo notice in Tho National Stockman 


and Farmer an answer to the question 
whether in those times a man can make 
a living on tho farm. 
A correspondent 


of The Stockman visited tbo home of an 
Ohio man living eight and one-half 
miles from Newark. This town was his 
market, whore ha sold his products. 
His farm was only a patch of ground, 
seven and one-half acres all told, most- 
ly rough hillside laud at that, yet from 
it tho farmer made an excellent living 
for himself, his wife and two children. 


Ho studied tho lay of his land and de- 


cided from the general easterly and 
northeasterly elope of it that it was 
well adapted to fruit culture. Into this 
he accordingly went shrewdly and care- 
fully. Grapes, strawberries, raspberries 
and gooseberries are bis main money 
crops, with peaches and other fruits 
coining on. Ho built in tha intervals of 
work a neat cottage. When the corre- 
spondent saw it, tbe flower season was 
on, and the small house was tet m a 
bower of "beauty, with rich purple clus- 
ters of wistaria trailing from a vine 
ovev the porch. 


Apart from tho improvements this 


thrifty aud industrious man lias put 
upon his rough little place it would not 
be worth $10 an acre, wo arc told, yet 
from it a whole family Ih o, and live 
well. Tho secret of it all is to be found 
in the character of the man himself. 


Surveys of the Nicaragua canal route 


have cost considerable already, though 
not very much to tbe United States gov- 
ernment. The government itself is now 
committed to a thorough survey, how • 
ever, and has actually begun it. There 
is not money enough to complete tha 
survey, as Rear Admiral Wallcur, head 
of the Nicaragua canal commission, re- 
ports. 
He asks for au appropriation by 


congress of $100,000 at once. It should 
be granted without delay or debate. Tho 
present conditiou of China, Hawaii, Ko- 
rea arid the Samoau islands, with tho 
powers of Europe only restraiucd from 
seizing all of them by jealousy of oua 
another, shows tho absolute necessity for 
the United States to construct the Nica- 
ragua caual without delay. 
We must 


have some way of quickly reaching Asia 
from the Atlantic coast. With tho canal 
in operation under our control we should 
be far aud away the most powerful aa 
we now are the freest nation on the 
globe.

versions of the season will perhaps be 
the tour to the Klondike by reindeer 
sleigh. At least it will be a fresb sensa- 
tion for those who have so much money 
they are obliged to tit up nights invent- 
ing new ways to spend it. 


The stock of wheat on hand in tho

It will take in a 
fish for food, extract from it all tho nutri 
ment and then reject the remainc'.jr 
Taking advantage of its habits in this re 
speot to supply it with sustenance, the 
angler at tho aquarium ib lifted to tho sur 
faco of the water in a big scoop net, its 
capacious mouth is opened, and a fish 
perhaps a herring we ghiug a pound, ;s 
put into it. Tho angler tykes allthenutri 
tive substance from a fish thus fed to it.— 
New York Sun. 


Natural Reforestation. 


That several years commonly elnpso be 


twoen the burning and thestartingof new 
coniferous growth seems indicated by the 
two following observations, the first in 
the canyon of the Cache la Poudre, on n 
tract that was burned, according to reiia 
ble authority, in the hummer of 1881. As 
examined in 1SU4, 13 years after burning, 
grasses were abundant among the dend 
logs, there wore u few shrubs and a scat- 
tering grow th of pines (Plnue coijtorta, 
variety murrayuna), tbo largest of which 
was 20 inches high und 7 yearsold. 'Here it 
was apparently six years after tho fire that 
the first pine tree started. 


The other observation was made on a 


tract extending south and west from 
Chambers' lake, which was burned over in 
July, 1890. I passul through tho burned 
district a month nuir tho fire and was 
greatly impressed w i t h the absolute deso- 
lation. No green thing remained. 
The 


ground and everything upon it was clad 
in somber black. Animal life was absent, 
and there was something so oppressive in 
>he desolate solitude that I was glad to 
reach green timber again. A second visit 
:o this tract was made four years later, in 
July, 1894, and it was with a feeling of 
seen disappointment that I noted how 
slight a change four years had wrought. 
The intense blackness had been subdued 
in some degree by the action of the ele- 
ments. Some trees had fallen and others 
.were losing their bark, but the general 
appearance of desolation remained. 
A 


very few straggling plants of grasses and 
sedgos were the only evidence of return- 
ing vegetation.—Charles S. Crandall of 
the Colorado Agricultural College in Gar- 
den and Forest. 


Unappreciated Aspects of Nature. 


Few people ever get beyond a weather 


bureau point of view toward nature. 
To 


the majority a day or night is either rainy 
or clear, dry or damp, hot or cold, and the 
feasons as they come and pass are empty 
sounding names. The wonder of a morn- 
ing when tho leafless trees, all wan, seem 
groping through tho mist—they bolt the 
door and wait for tho fog to lift. 
In a 


complacently filled corner of &uch peoples' 
minds weather, with its synonym, nature,' 
is tucked away with other equally original 
Interpretations, and as bad w eather Is dis- 
agreeable it follows that n.-iture must be 
equally intolerable during a log. Yet from 
the fogs and storms and mists of an Ice- 
land fishing season Pierre I.oti has made 
a story—beautiful, fantastic, like frost 
lace on a window pane.—Scribner's.

•wits liuinched in Ib'iU. 
Sho was built for 


aiul rwncd by Perry Jotlyn of Liverpool, 
who was tho owner of six otlior shijis, all 
vo3'Of!ine' to India or Atibtraliu. As a rule, 
fcsvn or throe niui) nro liillod and as many 
moro badly injured In tho building und 
rigging of a ship, but in tho eusc of tbo 
A'umo no man mot with the scratch of a 


Store, liath^Stiect. j lingor. 
Tho launch wos tho fairest of a 


sooro of ships from tho snrne yard, and 
when fully rigged nnd ready for her riaiden 
voyngo the new creation was said to bo the 
handsomest vessel hailing from tho groat 
port. A valuable cargo was ready for hor, 
und the owner had the luck to secure a 
skipper In tho person of Captain Halpin, 
who had commanded half a dozen different 
Bhips and never met with a serious acci- 
dent. 


Wo got to sea ono day in a way to please 


nil hands, and Inside of 24 hours we found 
tho craft to bo a witch for sailing. 
When 


she got settled down to hor pace, ehe show- 
ed tbo speed of a steamer and carried fa- 
vorable winds for tho first seven days out.

tho deck, tho entire ship was aroused by 
something which happened in the deck 
house. 
There wore eight or nine men 


Bleeping there, and a man from the wate. 
on deck wenl in to his chest to get a plu, 
of tobacco. 
Tho slush lamp had beel 


turned down, eo that the place was bu 
dimly lighted. Tho man was bending ove 
his chest when something seized him in a 
clammy embrace and forced him to th 
floor. lie thought it was ono of tho crow 
playing him a trick, but ho scrambled up 
to find them till in their bunks and to se. 
a shadow glide away. Tho sailor set up 
shout, the watch below turned out, an 
presently everybody was on deck, and ox 
citoment reigned lore and aft. In return 
for his story tho sailor gob a doso of ropo'e 
end, 
though after flogging he still main 


tained that he been hugged by a ghost 
On the quarter deck wo explained it away 
by saying that tho man was nervous, btv 
every man forward believed his statements 
and was satisfied that tho ship was haunt 
ed. 
We thought it the best policy to treat 


tho affair with comtcmpt, and, although 
we could cot help but notice how tho men 
hung together in pairs after night hac 
come, -we gave the nmttor no attention.

The mate poohpoohed and bulldozed to 


make light of the affair, as it was politic 
to do, but though the man was reduced to 
Bilonco it was evident that he was fully 
satisfied that a spook was aboard. 
Next 


morning tho mate related his experience to 
, tha cnbin, and as he was a man whose 


word could not 
bo questioned no one i 


brought ridicule to bear. On tho contrary, 
taking it as an accepted fact that a ghost 
had been felt, il not seen, by three differ- 
ent persons, we began fishing for some 
natural and plausible reason to account for 
the thing. 
Were the men depressed in 


up and shook his assailant off and turned 
to strike him. His idea wag that tho crew 
had mutinied and one of tho men had 
stolen in to seize him. 
No person was 


there, but as if in answer to the captain's 
oath of astonishment there was tho satuo 
low, cynical laughter hoard by the others. 
His stateroom door was standing open 
and bad bcon for two hours, but the laugh- 
ter died away in that direction and tho 
door closed. 
Tho captain cuuie on deck 


and called me and whispered that a man 
hud passed into his stateroom. 
Together 


we entered and 
made search, aud, of 


course, found nothing. 
No man could 


have been moro upset. His experience had 
been even moro trying than tho others, 
and all his argument had been torn to 
ehrods. 
Something had gripped him, 


though no marks wore left to pi ove it. 
Some one or something had laughed, 
though the captain was all ulone ill his 
cabin. 


I promised Captain Halpin not to eny a 


word even to my brother officers, and he 
certainly did not mention the matter, but 
somehow the particulars of tho incident 
leaked out in a day or two, and during the 
remainder of the voyage, though the ghost 
did not appear again, it wun the hardest 
kind of work to maintain discipline.

A signal of distress brought her along, 
and you can judge how the minds of the 
men were affected when I §ay that they 
preferred going aboard of the man-of-war 
in irons to returning to duty. Enough 
men were spared to work the ship home, 
and though the ghost remained quiot there 
was an uncanny feeling with all.

Brain Work That Was More Serviceable 


Than a Telescopic Month, 


The big sturgeon at the aquarium swim- 


ming around and around in its pool had 
picked up pretty neurly all the food in the 
pool. It is fed on clams, which are put 
into the pool all together in one place, and 
the sturgeon pioks them up and eats them 
as it wants them. On this day there was 
one clam that lay In the angle formed by 
the bottom of the pool and the side wall. 
The sturgeon couldn't take that as it went 
along, as it had done with the rest. But 
on one of its rounds it halted and swung 
Its big eight foot body out across the pool, 
preparatory to getting that clam out of the 
angle. 


The sturgeon's mouth is on the under- 
side of its head. It is what is called a 
protractile mouth. It is telescopic. When 
not in use, it is about flush with the sur- 
face of the underjaw. When in use, it is 
thrown out something like a telescopic 
cup. The sturgeon has in its mouth a con- 
siderable power of suction. Although iu 
the case of a sturgeon as big as this one 
the mouth Is a number of inches back 
from the snout, it oould probably draw 
food to it from that distance, but in this 
Instance it preferred to do otherwise. . It 
might have pushed it out with the tip of 
its snout, but it has bruised that once in 
the pool, and it is very particular about it. 
What It did do was this: With its nose 
pointed toward the clam it swung its head 
through the water from one eide to the 
other and thus set np a little current that 
started the clam' out of tho angle. One 
more swing brought it out within con-, 
venient reach, aud then the big sturgeon" 
took up the clam and started on.—Now 
York Sun.
